Univeraify. Student leaders and Faculty unite in showing them 
what to expect and what will be expected. To u $ this seems the 
only solution to the problem,"

ninety-eighth as a school. The goal remains the same. For 
almost 3 complete century the school "under the bridge" has 
Operated with one purpose: Lo give all attcuting a Christian 
ami democratic education.

The student body, therefore, must he reminded again of the 
primary reason for their presence here.

"HI be home for Christmasl" Letters home from students 
at this time tif the year all contain this line or something 
similar. Slit, how can those students be sure they are going to 
fulfill their idle prophecy, when they place their lives in jeopardy 
every’ time they enter a car. Last year nearly 25 percent of the 
people killed in traffic accidents were of college age. Despite 
this alarming fact, accidents continue due to pure carelessness 
on the part of the college driver. 

A sophomore was taking his girl home after having 
wonderful lime at the biggest prom of the year. He had been 
drinking, and furthermore, insisted on driving with one hand 
on the steering wheel and the other around his girl. The weather 
and road conditions were favourable to a normal driver, but. 
for the drunk driver, they were hazardous. As he approached a 
far curve, he began to turn the w heel rapidly with his left hand. 
The realization that he wasn't going to complete the turn 
struck him. Sickening terror .completely overwhelmed him. The 
horrible sound of grinding steel as the car rolled down the 
embankment served to remind him of his stupid carelessness. 
In the nest instant a precious lift was lost. Under the smoulder¬ 
ing ruins of the wrecked car lay the ambitions, talent, ideals— 


One bottle of liquor, one one-armed, driver, one 
mile of road: thi* In the recipe for the deadly cocktail 
which ti 10 popular today among thn college crowd.

Above we sec the results. AH coIEcfiani who are 
foolish enough to try it, deserve these results. 


Accidents can most easily be prevented by college jiudenf-. \ 
Young drivers have the advantages of good physical condition 
fast reactions, clear eyesight and excellent co-ordination. The 
only disadvantage of the young driver is his tendency to drive 
too fast, Young drivers do not realize the heart-breaking results 
of reckless driving. 

The weather, road, and traffic conditions should be taken 
Into consideration, Rain and snow aren't a sign to speed up 
and race home in order to avoid a bit of nasty weather, Stopping 
time and traction between the car and the road are reduced, 
therefore, speed must be reduced. 

Sometimes, road conditions arc so poor that one is forced 
to slow down and drive cautiously. Other limes, the road may 
be in fairly good condition, and the driver takes advantage of 
this—by driving thoughtlessly. Therefore, he docs not see the 
shaft! curve in the road or the holes in the cement and another 
accident is recorded.

Racing other motorists on the 
pick-up at stop-lights should have been left behind with high 
school days. 

Alcohol and gasoline don't mix. If you drive, don't drink. 
If you drink, don’t drive. Many lives will be Inst this Christmas 
because people get into the spirit with spirits of alcohol. Al¬ 
though alcohol stimulates the bpdv metabolism, it depresses 
reaction time and alertness. It weakens all the faculties of the 
body used in driving and many limes causes the death of the 
driver. 

Many people know all these precautions to safety; why arc 
they still killing themselves? The real kilter is the foolhardy 
nation that it can happen to Someone else but not to you. If you 
closely investigate the attitudes and habits of a driver who has 
had a tragic accident, you will find you possess many of those 
very same habiU, It could just as'easily have been you, In 
high school we arc told not to commit lecnicide; surely we in 
college have learned at least this one high school lesson well I

I would 
like to suggest that, regardless of the comparative -ire oi enrol 
merits or financial budgets of the respective faculties, the Libera! 
Arts college must continue to be the focal centre of the uni' 
verity's service to the public. Doctors* teachers* engineer;** and 
other professional personnel, will most assuredly l* trained for 
ihtir respective services, since it is the responsibility of uni¬ 
versities to provide vocational education at the post, secondary 
school level* There ts. however, an increasing itwarcuyss that 
teaching the techniques of a profession docs not constitute an 
education, it is for this reason that, most of he profession* 
today requite courses in the liberal arts as a prerequisite or as 
a complementary to the professional Judies. This applies even 
in the training of officers far the army, navy and ait forct‘5 
Pilot studies at Colgate and Princeton universities appeared to 
prove the desirability of integrating academic and military 
studies. This all seems to poiliL to the inevitable cunritufan that 
true am complete education still must concern iuelf with 
studies originating Trom grammar. dialectics, vhetoric, music, 
arithmetic, gcoiiie-1 ry and arsrm ’my, tV -,.- -wen UfjcraL a rt# 
Wfach icriMrU the basic course* ot the Ufa verity In 

these days of such unprecedented scientific and technologu-al 
advances, when it might be truthfully stated that the progress 
of two centuries lias been crowded into a period sit three or four 
decades, it is quite natural for some of us to come to regard 
zs. funda TiciU.il the researches relating to engineering, business, 
medicine, politics and teaching What we must not forget is that 
man. aw a human personality, can only achieve true greatness 
and real happiness in the measure that his mind and spirit have 
been disciplined through study and reflection upon what might 
be termed the more abstract principles and phenomena of life. 

Oneness of Life 
At the risk of betraying an 
ignorance of philosophy, 1 
should like at this point to cin- 
pharixe Tie oneness of life. It 
has became convenient for us 
to categorize life's different as¬ 
pects as being deefabmk. soofaL 
political, and spiritual- Let us 
rcmcnibtr when we do W that 
none of these cart ever he com¬ 
pletely independent of the 
others William Gladstone 
stated on cute occasion that 
“nothing can be politically 
right which is morally wrong-’ 1 
In the field of economics today, 
one cannot be blind to the in¬ 
tricate intertwining uf many 
economic, social, political and 
spiritual factors. Thu causes, of 
a labour strike or it* settlement 
cannot lie interpreted hi terms 
of economics alone- To attempt 
to Unravel the social and other 
aspect* of life found in public 
education, in the practice of 
medicine, in the establishment 
of pension plaits, as well as 
most of mir group and private 
enterprises* would must surely 
be a futile waste of effort. The 
stability of any social unit, 
whether it be the family, the 
community, or the state, de- 
pen ds upon the fine balancing 
of all humanity'* interest* end 
drives and the existence of ibis 
stability is the thing which \vc 
can designate as culture, Tn this 
sense, it is true to state that, in 
the nineteenth century, the 
western world, and particularly 
hs older sections* possessed a 
Culture to a. greater degree than

fasti tu turns such as the mun¬ 
icipal corporation, and prov¬ 
ince* the ?tate, and the World 
Council of the United Nations. 

In whal way, you may ask. 
dots all this relate to Assump¬ 
tion College or its graduates? 
In reply. 1 would like tu sug¬ 
gest that, if there is to emerge 
a new foalance of life’s forces* 
if there is to emerge a twenti¬ 
eth century culture, the liberal 
arts colleges must play a lead 
mg role. The primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools of our nation, 
because of the fact that they 
have the privilege of dealing 
with the entire population of 
youth mtiu play au important 
part also. The leadership, how¬ 
ever, rests with those who pass 
through cur universities. It :s 
there that time is given to in¬ 
tensive study and deep reflec¬ 
tive thinking cm the pari of 
youth who are reaching matur¬ 
ity*- Only insofar as this seg¬ 
ment of youth is enabled Id 
grow into the roles of leader¬ 
ship, will something be done to 
bring buck into harmony the 
social, political, economic and 
spiritual farces at work in the 
world.

The reul education of 
youth cannot be ignored for 
long without disastrous results. 
Socrates attempted to warn his 
fdfow Athenians of the dan¬ 
gers when he said “If I could: 
climb to the highest point fa 
Athena. I would proclaim, *D 
Citizens, why do you scrape 
and turn every Strme to gather 
wealth and pay so little atten¬ 
tion tu your children m whom 
one day you must surrender 
all' *' 

h may well be that today we 
are too much ecncerued with 
OUT standard of tlvfag and too 
little with the capabilities of 
the rising generation to make 
proper use of it* 

Three Major Criteria 

May 1, in conclusion, suggest 
three major ctitcriu by which 
Assumption College* or any 
other liberal arts college, will 
have to be measured for it? ef¬ 
fectiveness in bringing the 
world back into balance, lu the 
first place, it must maintain 
and strengthen the natural 
bond which exists between the 
intellect and the spirit, The 
philosopher, tfareruiid Russell, 
alludes to a present day weak* 
qesn iu this regard when he 
siihmita the opinion that “We 
know loo much and we feel 
tub little.”

It is no mere coincidence that 
Arts Colleges have for the most 
part been founded by religious 
bodies. Trinity. St Michael’*. 
Victoria, Wycliffc and, Knox 
College, belonging to the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, Queen’s 
and iNfcMaster, all had their in¬ 
ception at the hands of relig¬ 
ious leaders. And here through 
almost its entire history, As¬ 
sumption College has been 
operated and gutded by the 
Basilian Father*. All of us— 
Roman Catholics, Protestants, 
and Jews—are happy in the 
fact that the intellectual pur¬ 
suits of students at Assumption 
have been guided by religious 
and lay leaders who themselves 
possess a deep and abiding be¬ 
lief in things of the spirit. 

In the second place, the lib¬ 
eral arts college mast foster 
and encourage freedom of 
thought within the limits of 
the moral and political law. It 
must never become the place 
for indoctrination of ready 
mnde ideas. 

Dr. William S. Carlson. Am¬ 
erican University President, 
has this to say: "We must 
stress intellectual individuality 
and freedom of thought and 
opinion. Wc must combat any 
attempt to establish cultural 
sausage factories that produce 
conformist digits who submit 
so willingly to the toxic tyran¬ 
ny of money, material posses¬ 
sions. and smoking car stand¬ 
ards of popularity.

temple a m o n his followers 
gives not of his wisdom but 
rather of his faith arid toving- 
ness."

Here Dr. lVarce led a dis¬ 
cussion on the divisions ol mental 
illness, and the symptom* ol various 
type* of psycotic illnesses. The doc 
lor thru brought in tevrril patient* 
tme after the other.

The World University Service (W.U.S.)* was founded in 
1925 and is today composed of students and faculty tn 36 
countries. International Headquarters are in Geneva. Its pur¬ 
pose is to help meet the ba&ic needs of the university world 
through co-operative relief and educational projects The orgaifl 
ixatfon is actively supported by UNESCO, the World Student 
Christian Federation, Pax Rnmona. and the World Union of 
Jewish Students. The Canadian committee of W.U.S. came into 
existence in 1939. h enjoys the patTonagc of the Governor- 
General of Canada. 

W.U.S. Past Record 

Since 1946 Canadian studemts have raised more than $180.- 
(XX) for W.U.S. programs providing health centres, text books, 
medical sutmdie* and housing facilities for students in Europe 
and Asia. This organization has enabled more than 70 refugee 
and other overseas students to study at Canadian universities 
It has organiecd and financed seminars and study tours for 
some 250 Canadian students in Europe, Asia, and West Africa 
The Seminar and Study Tour participant!! iclcctcd from every 
university in Canada, have been encouraged to come to a sym¬ 
pathetic understanding of the problems of other nations, und 
their attitude to Canada.

The Patna Project 

The Patna Health Centre in Bihar 
Stare. India will endeavour to meet 
these requirements and to serve the 
10.000 students of Patna University. 

The World University Service of 
Canada in co-operation with the Iu- 
dian W.U.S. Committee ii collect 
ing funds to build this centre. 

Modeled on the Delhi Health 
Centre which W.U.S. supported last 
year, the Patna centre will operate 
on the hash* of a Student's Health 
Insurance Scheme. It will be gov¬ 
erned by a registered body consist¬ 
ing of representatives from the Uni¬ 
versity. W.U.S., and the State 
Government. The Centre will con¬ 
sist of examination rooms with ade¬ 
quate medical treatment, an x-ray 
unit, a ward fur non-infectious cases 
and arrangements for minor oper¬ 
ations. 

The total cost oi the project is 

estimated at $33,750, 

Patna University has donated the 
alte for the health centre and the 
Biltflr State Govern in cm is contrib¬ 
uting $16,250 The remaining $17.50*1 
is being raised on a 50-50 basis by 
Indian and, Canadian students. 

Assumption'* quota b $1.00 per 
student and wit! be divided between 
the Patna Health Crntre and The 
Japanese Seminar. The money raised

by the superior quality of the students interviewed. Similar 
visits arc expected during the remainder of the semester Hence 
it seem* fitting to offer some advice regarding things student* 
should hear in mind when they approach a prospective 
employer. 

The advice about to be given ia based on information re¬ 
ceived from the Executive and Professional Division of the 
National Employment Service, which handles the job appli¬ 
cation* of university graduates all across Canada, 

First of all, few employers insist on wanting onlv the top 
men of the class. Rather, the employer is seeking student- who 
hove done fairly well in their classes hut who have also hecn 
active and prominent in cxtTa-curricnlar activities. They feel 
that this type of student is apt to !>c a more mature man than 
the "bookworm** type, and therefore will probably he a more 
valuable employee, especially if lie ui to he trained for an 

executive position. __ 

Next it might be useful to say a” 
few word* about the attitude thr 
student adopt* when treking the 
j»o«ittcm One executive who annual¬ 
ly hire* clow to 100 (Graduate* U 
quoted: "One of the thing* I have 
noticed frequently in interview* is 
that many •tudeno do not put their 
b«*t foot forward. They frequently 
appear in sloppy dre». and some¬ 
time* have conceited manners Un¬ 
der *uch circumstance* it i* difficult 
10 jmlgr ihr.tr real worth, Although 
1 may he mi*sine a bet. I ju*t pat*

A Philosophy of Reading 

by JOHN MncPHERSON 

The intelligent Trader, the one Who eagerly seek* aii under 
standing of moral values and those evasive principles of literary 
Ideology, should try to develop ami apply a philosophy of 
reading. This is, of course, particularly difficult for the scope of 
literature is so broad, yel if is accessary if the reader is to derive 
die most satisfaction and edification fretn his reading. 

It is never really easy to state specifically just how and why 
something ought to l>c read. Too often we art led into reading 
a literary work which ha* been described on the blurb nr by the 
reviewers as providing a challenge to its readers. A good per¬ 
centage of such literature offers no challenge whatever, but is 
nothing more than downright subversion and a breeding ground 
far cynicism. Here there Is no challenge, for a challenge sug¬ 
gest/ some sort of equality between contestants, and u book 
which b aimed at undermining the standards of the reader is a 
treasonous activity. Challenge, because of its misuse, has become 
a dirty word no longer favoured in reputable literary circles. 

On the other hand, and partly because of this abuse of chil- 
tengc, many readers are ol the belief that any literature that 
sets them thinking, ptuzlitig, providing insights ami views 
without an apparent solution, is evil This, of course, is non¬ 
sense, anti a little thinking while reading ™ bra very laudatory 
thing. 

Actually this is a case of a little knowledge being a danger¬ 
ous. thing. The average reader has a variety of hazy opinions 
on numerous subjects which he has heard about through news¬ 
papers, radio* and television. Then one day he picks up a book 
In which one of these ideas is expounded. He becomes bothered 
and begins to think about it. and the vision and conclusion he 
receives is relative to the forceful ness of the book- Immediately 
the idea becomes practical and in fused with a reality which the 
reader never before imagined. 

This then is a legitimate challenge. It offers the reader an 
opportunity to broaden his limited outlook on things. It fa 
possible that the reader might cast aside such a book through 
ignorance, and declaim it has propaganda, filth, or evil. If, how¬ 
ever. such a book is read without prejudice, the reader will 
undoubtedly benefit. simply because he has climbed put of his 
nit of lazy thinking. 

Good literature need nc>i be explicitly didactic, but If it is of 
any worth at all, it will cause the reader to think and then to 
question. This is a valid challenge, and by questioning our old 
beliefs* opinions, etc., one .can arrive at a deeper and wiser 
understanding of what they meant and what they mean now 
Our concepts must grow if we are to grow and mature rationally 
ami intellectually. 

If the reader teams to read with a questioning attitudejn 
order to get answers he will become aware of the creative 
aspects of literature. From the author's position literature has 
always been creative, but tor the reader* this creative im*$ is 
' contingent upon the effort he must exert if be is to read intcUi- 
genlly and hendiaatly.
